that her sides are u thick as to be impenetrable 
to every kind of shot, and in a ctlm or light 
breeie (he can take choice of potttton or distance 
from an enemy. Considering the speed which the 
application oi steam has already given heavy 
floating bodies, we have full confidence that, 
should nich a vessel move only tour mile* per 
hour, she could, under favorable circumstances, 
which may olwayi be gained aver enemlea' ves- 
sels ift our ports, harbon, bays and sounds, be 
rendered more formidable to any enemy than any 
kind ot engine hitherto Invented, And in nich 
cue ihe would be equal to the destruction of one 
or more seventy-lours or of compelling her or 
them to depart from our waters 
We, therefore, 


give our decided opinion thtt it Is among the

MONKY DEFKNSKS AGAINST LAUOK. 


It may not be generally understood, 


because it has not ootne under tbe 
observation of the people at large, that 
there is opposition of a more pro- 
nounced character at tbi'itime between 
capital and labor than cbere has been 
at any period in tbe history of the 
race. Within the last six years the 
lines of the contention has become 
better defined and tbe opposition by 
capital to labor has become more acute 
and a corresponding sharpness of 
action by labor toward capital has de 
veloped. Tbe result of the disagree- 
ment thus fin- ha* been to work and 
widen tbe line of contention by move- 
ments In opposite directions. 


It is trne that differences between 


capital and labor have existed from 
the beginning, which is conclusive of 
oar position that they are opposites 
und opposing force*, and that recon- 
ciliation is impossible In tbe form of a 
general compromise. The compromise 
method that has been so often brought 
forward by the forces to secure a 
temporary settlement of differences, 
bus had a special application to mat- 
ters of disagreement that were local in 
their character. The opposition that 
is being steadily and sorely developed 
Ht the preaeut time is general in its 
outlines and will become universal. 


The opposing force of labor is more 


largely universal now than it is gener- 
ally known to be. Europe and Amer- 
ica have joined bands and are marshal- 
ing their foroee for tbe contest against 
a common foe. The declaration against 
the power of money, "you have been 
weighed iu tbe balance and found 
wanting," baa been sent to the four 
corners of the globe, which manifesto 
by tbe future sovereign power on the 
earth has been approved by the boots 
of labor, aud tbe result ot the approval 
is that tbe slaves of money bave do- 
olared for freedom agalnet the slaves 
to money, and, in the language of 
Milton, "hbeir embattled ranks" will 
oouteud for liberty from the power of 
money, which straggle for liberty will 
give freedom to both sides to the con- 
tention by elevating the race above 
tbe enslaving power of Mammon. 


When organized labor made its ap- 


pearance ua a force seeking its rights 
against organized capital tbe work of 
preparation to meet the demand by 
denying the rigbts of labor began, uud 
the work bas been continued to the 
present, and is yet incomplete to 
furnish the defense intended to be 
made by organized capital.
